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Idealogical War 


HE most puzzling feature of current events in Europe is that 
when-good intentions have produced a policy which is aim- 
ed at allowing the world to settle down and get on with its nor- 
mal business of carning a living. the policy not only fails, but 
brings consequences exactly the opposite of what’ was' intended. 
The League is too obvious a case to quote. Study of the dis- 
cussions at Versailles indicates that President’ Wilson contem- 
plated a League of which membership should be a privilege only 
to be granted to States that reached a good standard of humane 
administration. ©The most elementary test was to be the pro- 
hibition of slavery, which was quite rightly taken to be the most © 
anti-social of all institutions. ‘This.standard. was made nuga- 
tory by Italy’s insistence on the admission of Abyssinia, the 
largest slave-holding then existing. “Slavery having been sub- 
sequently made the ground of Italy’s attack on the same coun- 
try, her membership of the League made it obvious that the 
League in protecting her would have to champion slavery, would 
have to do this by war against Italy, and would have to turn 2 
local into a general war. ae . ‘ 

In the dealings of nations with each other it may quite rea- 
sonably be argued that no advance has ever been made by the 
advocacy of abstract principles, and that what is practicable can 
only be discovered by watching what is actually done, It is from 
that point of view that current failures and successes in negotia- 
tion are to be carefully watched, and if the failures are the more 
obvious it is at least useful to know what we cannot expect to 
be done in the future. 

‘Almost all the international law based on the patrolling of 
boundaries or the blockading of cousts will have to be reviewed 
or possibly abandoned so far as these measures can be defented 
by the aeroplane, It is not practicable to stop all air traffic be 

-eause there happens to be some fighting going on. somewhere, . 
and when once a plane is up in the air it ts beyond control. “Effec- 
tive blockade” is a mere farce if explosives and volunteers can 
be landed at will by the large aeroplanes that are now being 
built, The quantities and numbers landed in Spain by interest- 
ed Powers are uncertuin and not really relevant, ‘There are 
enough to raise the question of their legal position, and whatever 
is dane now on a small scale will be done by-and-by on a large 
scale, 2% 

Before the uso of the acroplane became so important the 
old time-honoured weapon of the stronger Navy, blockade en- 
forced by- search at sea, had already shown signs of being out-. 
worn. The United States had of course always protested against 
‘such search, and had drifted. jrito the unwelcome. position that 
if the protest was to be upheld it would have to be by joining 
in as a combatant against the blockader. A new meaning had- 
to be attached to “neutrality”. The right of search must be re- 
placed by control at the port of departure, and prohibition of 
munition supply to a belligerent. This again suggested that the 
prohibition of the supply must be reinforced by the prohibition 
of the loans which used to make it possible for the belligerent

' hen, in some cases ‘Weeks 
afterward, the students were 
asked to submit themselves to 
hypnosis, ‘still in the dark -as 
to the exact purposes of the ex- 
perimenters, ’

ary building at 10.12 am. the’ 
morning of October 17?" the ex- 
perimentersa asked.

“Sixteen,” which was correct, 
On wwakening, he was not even 
positive he had been on the cam- 
“pus the morning of October 17. 

“How many. bottles were 
stunding in the top shelf of 
your chemistry Jab section 
when you Jeft it Tuesday after: 
noon?” another waa asked. 

“opTwenty-two, and va test-tube 
rack,” came the reply.- These 
and similar experiments led the 
corps of workers to believe that 
what takes place in and around 
a human body at any given mo- 
ment is recorded in detail in the 
subconscious mind, and that 
hypnotism serves’ to bridge the

chasm between the conscious 
and the subconscious, thus 
allowing the files to be consult- 
ed, as it were. ; 

To verify the “future  be- 
haviour pattern” theory, the stue 
dents asked a subject, already 
hypnotised, to predict the num- 
ber of times he could lift a cer- 
tain weight above his head, 
both with right arm and left 
arm. The predictions wera 
found to check exactly with re 
sults, both when the lifting was 
done under hypnosis and when 
it was done after the subject 


- had awakened. ' Predictions 


made when conscious, however, 
were found to be highly in- 
aecurate, 

Therefore, they reason, if the 
human body knows what_it can 
do.before it tries to do it; it 
must have some means of tak- 
ing inventory of the exact 
rmount of energy available in 
any given muscle at any given 
moment, 

By the same token, the sub- 
conscious mind therefore must 
possesses a complete knowledge 
of the condition of every part 
of the body. 

Although there are any num- 
ber of possibilities for tho 
theories thus developed to bo 
exploded by future research, 
the experimenters hope that 
eventually they will make = it 
feavible for everyone to under- 
#0 periodic medical examina- 
tions under hypnosis, to nip 
most diseases in the bud, and to 
vet an early start in the treat- 
ment of all human ailments.

HE articlo which appeared 

in the last issuc of the 
Sunday Herald, dealing as it did 
with the night life of the 
Colony, reminds us of the days 
of the long ago when there 
were a few places to which 
the working class could re- 
pair at the end of the 
day’s work for some form 
of diversion or other, but 
though there is still, the 
Amusement Park on the Wan- 
chai Reclamation, it is not so 
* lelaborate as the places of plea- 
sure that have now gone out of 
existence. 


Lat it be mado quite clear from 
the outect that the places I am 
referring to catered mainly for 
the Chinese community, though 
occasionally a handful. of Euro- 
peans frequented them, mainly for 
the purpose of gotting an idea of 
what the places were like. I. refer 
to the Happy Retreat, which was 
perhaps the most popular resort, 
ahd which had its home whero the 
Hong Kong Sanatorium and Nur- 
sing Home now standa, the Ming 
Yuen Garden, Tal Pak Lau and, 
more recently, the Lee Gardens. 


Though it has closed its doors 
to business for: well on 20 years 
now, I still remembor that at the 
Happy Retreat there was the 
merry-go-round, the awings and 
soc-saws and, most popular of 
all, a pond whero beating was pos- 
sible. There was, of course, a 
Chinese eating house, and oc- 
casionally, Chineso plays, were 
staged in ‘the open alr. There 
was-a “zoo” of ‘sorta included in 
which were monkeys, 2 baby 
leopard, a crocodile and many dif- 
ferent kinds of birds. «It was in- 
docd auzprising how many people 
went there when it fs taken into 
consideration that in the old days 
the tramway service {s not what it 
is now and there wore no buses 
running ts Happy Valley. The place 
always did b roaring business on 
any Chinese festival, when fire- 
work displays wero held, and it 
was o great disappointment when

Good Organisation 

The Lee Gardens was very well 
organised and there were numer- 
ous side-shows including . tom- 
bolas, shooting galleries, darts, 0 
bilfard saloon and Chinese thea- 
tricals, For some time there 
was also a stable, where it was poa- 
siblo to hire a pony’ by the hour, 
while: the M.C.L. were once given 
the loan of the place to stage their 
annual bazzar, and a tremendous 
success it poved too! 

It is a notorious fact, however, 
that apart from the travelling 
companies and circuses that come 
to Hong Kong occasfonally, there 
has not been, of recent years, any 
European amusement park.’ By 
that I mean one operated and run 
by Europeans, with an exclusive 
European staff, for I feel that if 
there was any such show it would 
be very popular, provided’ the 
right type of entertainment was 
offered, : 

There should be no difficulty 
about securing a suitable site, for 
there are many lots in either 
Hong Kong or Kowloon that may 
be secured for such a purpose, and 
in this connection it may be a 
good iden to start o miniaturo golf 
course again.
